We found that tles and rails for a rail-
rond track have been placed and Iald
niross koveral of the olty streots, namely,
River stroct, Orchard strect, Hemlock
street, Moosle street and others, and have
not found any authority for the con-
atructing of sald ratlvond,

The report was simply recelved and
filed.

Inder the head of new business, Mr.
O'Boyle Introduced a resolution direct-
Ing the director of public works to re-
move these tracks and also prevent the
company from proceeding further with
the construction of abutments for n
bridge across Roaring brook, becinuse
the abutments are in the bed of the
brook, and, as Mr, 0'Boyle explalned,
are likely to cause floods, The resolu-
tlon wag adopted, without opposition.

LAND FOR PARK,
